“ Scratching ” Delays the Count. 

There was so much “ scratching” it took a 
committee of five the entire afternoon to 
count the ballots. Less than fifty straight 
tickets were polled. It was remarked that 
two of the candidates, Judges Holdom and 
Chytraus, the latter being one 
the two who received the highest number 
of ballots, had been disapproved by the Fed- 
eration of Labor on account of injunctions 
issued in strikes and labor troubles. 

The large vote received by George Mills 
Rogers was explained by a member of the 
committe, who said: 

“Mr. Rogers has made a good master of 
chancery. He has a large acquaintanée in 
the Bar association, and his duties as master 
have qualified him for the office of judge.’”’ 


Duty to Advise the Public. 

In calling for the ballot the board of man- 
agers issued this statement: 

At every election of judges the lawyer is appealed 
to by his clients, friends, and netghbors for infor- 
mation as to the comparative merits of the candi- 
dates. It has beén deemed best for the associa- 
tion, as a whole, to give the public such informa- 
tion by the members expressing their preference 
for six candidates. All of the political partieis de- 
siring to nominate candidates for the bench have 
dene so, and they are now all before the public.

CLAMORTOBEVOTERS 


Aliens, 1,500 Strong, Storm 
County Building at Night. 


| SEARCH FOR JUDGES IN VAIN. 


Many Cannot Understand Watchman 
and Remain for Hours. 


An army of 1,500 foreigners stormed the 
portals of the county building last night. 

From 7 o'clock until 9 the besiegers 
swarmed about the building, attacking it on 
every side, while their army was being con- 
stantly augmented. At last the Randolph 
street entrancé was carried, and the great 
army of aliens rushed through the breach, 
sweeping aside the guard—a lone watchman 
weighing about 96 pounds—like a whisp of 
straw and overrunning the edifice. 

They were looking for judges to make them 
American citizens. 

There were no judges to be found, however, 
and the army went into encampment to await 
their coming. Word had come, however, that 
there were to be no judges, and the watchman 
sought to induce the besiegers to retire. Force 
being out of the question, the watchman 
tried by argument toaccomplish hisend. 


Country, Not Language, Adopted. 

But alas, comparatively few of those who 
clamored to be made Americans could under- 
stand America’s language as delivered by the 
watchman. 

“Get out of here, there isn’t going to be 
any judges here tonight,’ he shouted to a 
group encamped upon the stairway. 

“Yah, vat it iss?’ replied the captain of 
the band, while his fellow besiegers grunted 
eesent to his sentiments. 

Get out, Isay. What are you waiting for, 
anyhow?’ demanded the watchman. 

“ Sure ve iss vaitin’,”’ responded the captain 
of the company. 

“Tt isn’t any use waiting, I tell you. The?e! 
isn’t going to be any naturalizing,’’ shouted 
the watchman. 

“ Yah, dat iss it, naturalizations,’’ said the 
‘captain, smiling in a pleased sort of way, and 
nodding his head to his companions as he 
repeated the word. They likewise nodded 
and repeated after him, ‘ naturalizations.”’ 

“Well, did you ever see such a-lot,”’ de- 
clared the watchman, as he wandered away 
te find another group who could under- 
stand the English language. It was. 10 
o’clock before thg building was cleared. 
Rush to Get Last Papers. 

‘The trouble was caused by a notice which 

appeared in the afternoon announcing that 
' six judges would be on hand in the evening 
to naturalize the men who were entitled to: 
their last papers. Extra efforts had been 
made all day yesterday by leaders of both 
parties to get these men naturalized, so that 
they can register today. It was their last 
chance, but their plans slipped up somewhere.

NODZU TAKES MORE GUNS. 


Every Foot of Ground Is Being 
_Stubbornly Contested, and 
Fighting Is Fierce. 


TOKIO, Oct. 17.—It is reported from re- 
Hable private sources that the Japanese are 
continuing their advance and that they have 
occupied additional positions south of 
Shakhe river. 

The left army occupied Wufukiatun at noon 
Sunday, dislodging four or five battalions 
of Russian infantry and several batteries 
of artillery, and crushingly repulsing a sub- 
sequent counter attack. Artillery from the 
center and infantry from the left army are 
harassing the Russian retreat. _ 

Gen. Oku has attacked the main strength 
of the Russian right bases at Chien pass and 
Chuantgtsou, and is now operating to block 
the Russian retreat along the railroad. 


Russians Have 950 Guns. 

An official estimate, prepared at imperial 
headquarters, places the Russian force en- 
gaged in the battle of the Shakhe river at 
200,000 infantry and 26,000 cavairy, with 
950 guns. 

It is reported that Maj. Takashima’s bat- 
talion captured fourteen guns at Sanchiatzu 


on Oct. 16. This makes a total of thirty-four 


guns captured by Gen. Nodzu’s center army 
since Oct. 14. 

Report on Sunday’s Fights. 
A report dealing with Sunday’s events says: 
“The enemy, a brigade strong, is now as- 
sembling in a village 1,000 yards to the 
northwest of Fenchi. Its artillery remains

OKU’S ARMY IS ACTIVE. 
GEN. OKU’S HEADQUARTERS, Oct. 15, 
t. 17.—[{ Delayed.]—Lamuting, 
the last stand of the Russians, was captured 
at 4:30 p.m. The Japanese are now shelling 
the retreating Russians who defended the 
town. 

This was the most stubborn of the entire 

six days’ battle. All day the Japanese poured 

a rain of shells on the position with no effect, 

and finally it was taken by the infantry. 

The entire line is now in possession of the 

Japanese. It is rumored that many more Rus- 

sian guns were captured today. 

The Russians last night retired along the 

eastern line, except on the extreme right, 

where they made a strong stand at Liushinpo 
station in the Chinese villages nearby. 

Early in. the evening the Japanese ad-. 
vanced, but were unable to drive the Rus- 

sians out. The Japanese then attempted to 


prevent a Russian retreat. 
This determined Russian stand was unex- 
pected, the rest of the line having withdrawn. 


Russians Attack and Retreat. 
At idnight the Russians attacked the 
Japanese lines, and after a hard fight, last- 
ing fou hours, were driven back with heavy 
losses. 

The opposing forces spent the night with- 
in rifle range of each other, and kept up a 
continuous exchange-of rifle fire. 

At dawn the Russians again attacked, and 
were again repulsed, with heavy losses. 
This morning the Japanese succeeded In.ad- 
vancing, slowly pressing the Russians back. 

The fighting is still in progress, and the 
Japanese have hes aicectaam the railroad sta- 
tion. 

Japanese Line Complete. 

The Russians made a most determined 
stand at Lamutie, a village just east of the 
railway and fourteen miles south of Mukden. 
Lamutie completes the line aimed for by 
the Japanese. 

With about forty guns to the north of 
Lamutie the Japanese made a direct attack. 
The village to the right was taken by two 
companies of infantry, who advanced under 
cover of the river bank. An advance was 
then made to the east along the north bank 
of the river. 

Behind the Russian guns are lines of great 
baggage and ammunition trains, and the de- 
termined resistance was for the purpose of 
protecting these until the retreat should be 
accomplished. 

Large numbers of infantry were seen re- 
treating all day. They were sheiled by the 
Japanese heavy artillery. 

The fighting along the line for the last 
forty-eight hours was the heaviest of the 
entire battle. 

The Russians had a division and a half 
engaged, and they were frequently exchang- 
ing troops for fresher men. They had over 
fifty guns. The Japanese had about the 
same force, including the heavy guns capt- 
ured at the battle of Nanshan Hill. 


Both Sides Lose Heavily. 

The losses during the six days’ fighting 
have been heavy. In front of a portion of 
the left army 1,500 dead were found in the 
first four days, indicating that the casualties 
have ‘been not less than 7.500.

The Japanese casualties have net been esti- 
mated, but it is believed that they will be 
much less than the Russians’. 

It is believed that the Russians propose 
to offer resistance along the Hun river out- 
side of Mukden.

and at 5 o'clock in the afternoon occupied the 
passes as the Japanese withdrew. Then, just 
as the task had been accomplished, came 
the order to retire, which the column accom- 
plished safely, but thoroughly exhausted by 
the long fight. 


BALTIC FLEET OFF DENMARK. 


Twenty-four Russian Vessels Anchor 
Near Langeland Island to 
; Take On Coal. 


FALKEBERG, Langeland Island, Den- 
mark, Oct. 17.—The Russian Baltic sea fleet 
passed the southern extremity of Langeland 
Isiand at 6:30 o’clock this morning.

JAPS NEARER MUKDBN, 


Constant Cannonading Is In Progress 
Only a Few Miles South of the City— 
Wounded, Who Are Arriving in 
Great Numbers, Say the Japanese 
Treacherously Slaughtered Injured 
on the Field—Russians Claim to 
Have Recaptured Many Guns. 


MUKDEN, Oct. 17, 9:40 p. m.—Throughout 
the whole of Mukden there can be distinctly 
heard cannonading in the south, which is 
raging more fiercely than on previous days 
of the fight, which is now entering on fhe 
second week. 

The desperateness of the battle, especially 
near Shakhe, has not been equaled since 
the war began, and still continues without 
intermission. 

The wounded from the fight at Tumin pass 
state some positions were under fire by both 
sides, and that it was impossible to remove 
the wounded. 


Accuse Japs of Treachery. 

It is alleged that Japanese searching par- 
ties, working at night, hailed the wounded, 
and, wherever a reply was made in Russian, 
bayoneted the sufferers: Some, it is said, 
saved themselves by feigning death. The 
Russians removed about 300 wounded under

RUSSIANS CAPTURE GUNS. . 
MUKDEN, Oct. 17, 1:30 p. m.—The Russian 
forces at 11 o’clock this forenoon penetrated 
the Japanese center and, it is reported, cap- 
tured eleven or thirteen guns and 150 pris- 
oners east of the railway. At another point 
during the day the Siberian regiments took 
twenty-four guns. 

The Russian operations today have been 
quite successful. The Japanese after a ter- 
rifically stubborn resistance, were compelled 
to retire along their whole line, losing heay- 
ily. All the trenches carried by the Russians 
were filled with the Japanese dead. In one 
trench were counted 600 corpses of Japanese.

RUSSIANS ARE HARD HIT.

EIRE- COMMAND. 


Council Quickly Confirms Ap- 
pointment of Successor 
of Chief Musham. 


CLIMBS UP FROM RANKS. 


Retiring Marshal Makes His Last 
Ran in Morning in Re- 
sponse to Alarm. 


John Campion is now chief marshal of 
Chicago. His appointment was sent by the | 
mayor to the city council last evening and 
confirmed. He furnished a bond 
of $25,000, given by the Empire State Surety 
company, and it was approved. It all oc- 
curred at exactly 7:35 o'clock, and at that 
foment William H. Musham ceased to be 
chief and Campion took his place. 

The careers of the new and rétiring chiefs 
are closely linked. | 

When Musham was foreman of old engine 
company 6, nearly thirty-four years ago, he 
asked Campion if he wouldn't like to join 
the fire department. When he reached hiaz_ 
majority, April 1, 1871, the young man fe- 
ceived his appointment as a pipeman. 

Though differences afterward clouded the 
friendship of the older ‘and younger fire 
fighter, they were never far apart in their 
progress through the service, They moved 
up in tandem order until first one and now 
the other reached the position of highest hon- 
or in the department. 


Career of New Chief. 


‘The new chief, next to Musham, has had 
more varied experience in the fighting of 
flames than any other man in the depart- 
ment. He has been at all the big fires of the 
city’s history with the exception of those at 
the world’s fair grounds. 

Campion hails from County Kilkenny, Ire- 
land, where he was born ih 1849. His first 
childish recollections aré of his early home in 
the neighborhood of Polk and Clark streets. 
He attended the old St. Mary's school, then 
at Wabash avenue and Madison street, and 
afterwards Si. Patrick's, the Jones school, 
and later Condon’s academy. 

Promoted to Captaincy. 

Chief Benner, in 1873, appointed Campion 
captain of & company. Later he was trans- 
ferred to engine company 2, in Sanger street, 
and then succeeded Musham as captain of 
company 6 He remained there till 1876, 
when he was transferred to engine company 
17 at 80 Lake street. In 1879 he succeeded 
Capt. George Raue of compatty 1, and in 1882 
he became chief of the Fifth battalion. Chief 
Swenie made Camplon thind assistant mar- 
shal in 1893 and second assistant In 1895. 
When Swenie retired in 1901 and Musham be- 
came ’chief, Campion became first assistant. 

The new chief and his wife live at 600 Jack- 
son boulevard. | 


Retiring Chief Departs. 

The retiring chief left his office at noon. 

‘‘T am going home to take a nap,” he said. 
“ Marshal Campion will take charge.” 

Before leaving, Chief Musham spoke of 
the proposed downtown high presgure sys- 
tem, a matter over which he and a number of 
insurance men have been at outs. He also 
referred to other troubles with underwriters, 

In a general talk he advised any young 
man who had ambitions to keep out of the 
-city’s employ. 

“Let him take up any ‘trade, even that of 
shoemaker; and if he is industrious and p.i‘s 
in the same amount of work he will be much 
better off at the end,” he said. ys 


Musham’s Last Fire. 


Chief Musham’s last active duty as mar+ 
shal was to respond to an alarm of fire less 
than a mile away from his home. At 9:11 
o'clock in the morning the bell in the mar- 
shal's office rang the number 8—l—7, Mich- 
igan street and Dearborn avenue. The chief 
caught up his hat and coat, stepped into his 
buggy, and a second iater his gong claimed 
the right of way to the fire, which was in- 
significant. 

“The old man’s last fire,” said one of the 
pipemen, as the chief drove away. 


Mayor Talks of Change. 

Inannouncing the forthcoming appointment 
of Musham’s successor, Mayor Harrison 
gave out the letter of resignation of the 
chtef, dated June 15, 1003. 

“There are absolutely no strings to the 
appointment of Marshal Campion,’ Mayor 
Harrison said. ‘“‘Nor were there any strings 
to the first appointment of Chief Musham. 

‘The promotion will leave the position of 
first assistant to be filled by Chief Campion, 
subject, of course, to my approval.”

It is believed that the total figure 
will be brought up to 400,000 or 415,000. 

Managers of both parties have completed 
the work of sending notices to voters whose 
names were obtained in the canvass and do 
not appear on the books as the result of the 
first day’s registration. It is pointed out that 
failure to register will bar from the national 
election and from the mayoralty contest in 
the spring. 

The officials of the Women's Republican 
league also call the attention of the women 
voters to the necessity of registration. It is 
suggested that they select hours which will 
not interfere with the men. This is the idea 
of Mrs. C. M. Cope, chairman of the league, 
and Mrs. Margaret Tate, secretary. The 
Women’s Christian Temperance union will 
provide women escorts for those sisters who 
are timid in regard to going oe the registra- 
tion booths. 

Charter First on “Little” Ballot. 

It practically has been.decided that the 
Chicago charter amendment will have the 
first place on the “little”’ ballot this fall. 
Altogether there are seven propositions, to 
be voted on, and there has been considerable 
rivalry to secure first place. 

A canvass of the justices of the peace in 
Chicago, made by the charter amendment 
committee, ‘shows that the principal ones 
will support the measure, although it strikes 
at the system which creates their courts. 
Statements from them were submitted to the 
committee yesterday by Secretary Brown.

In Judge Kavanagh's court’yesterday Rob- 
ert E. Burke told of the investigation of al- 
leged. shortages in his accounts as city oi* 
inspector. Assistant Corporation .Counse! 
Maclay Hoyne conducted the cross examina- 
tion of the rebuttal testimony in his injune- 
tion suit against the city. 

** Did you have a talk with State’s Attorney 
Deneen before yur interview with Mr. Mc- 
Gann?” Mr. Hoyne asked. 

** Yes,’’ replied Mr. Burke. “I asked Mr. 
Deneen if it was true that his office was being 
used by persons who were opposed to me 
politically to secure my indictment. He re- 
plied that it was not and said some of my 


 *friends’ and those of my own party were

DOCTORS DISCUSS 
DIVISION OF FEES 
Say Half Has Not Been Told 


of How This Practice Per- 
meates Profession. 


WANT CRUSADE PUSHED. 


Matter to Be Laid Before Medical 
Boeiety Council by Presi- 
dent Murphy. ° 


The exposure of the practice of paying com- 
missions for surgical and other cases was the 
one topic of conversation among doctors yes- 
terday. 

‘‘The half has not been told,” was the 
comment of nearly every member of the pro- 
fession. ‘ The half probably never will be 
learned,” was the way one hinted at the 
extensive and secret ramifications of this 
commerce," as he called it.’ 

“If the investigation is thorough and com- 
plete, the exposure will be: enough to dis- 
rupt the whole medical fraternity,” said an- 
other doctor. One man declared that instead 
of 25 per cent, 50 per cent was the ‘usual 
commission paid. Another said that some 
surgeons even go so far as to'solicit patients 
from country doctors on a commission basis. 


Another Offer to Share Fee. 

Another letter from « surgeon intimating 
he would share his fee with a country doctor 
was brought to light during the day. This 
setter was sent to a doctor in a small town 
near Chicago. who, after reading THE TrIB- 
UNE articte yesterday. decided to contribute 
it towards the evidence. The letter was 
signed by Dr. Charies J. Drueck, surgeon to 
the LakeSide hospital, it says: 

‘“As Mr. Johnson explained to you last 
fall, I feel that the general practitioner 
cught to receive'some compensation for his 
services; €ven though the case is referred 
to me four treatment, because-he usually 
has to furnish considerable information re- 
garding previous conditions, frequently has 
to sacrifice his time to bring the patient 
here, aud, perhaps, dress the wound after 
the patient's return. 

“For this reason, I propose that we take 
the case together and share the fee. Of 
course, I will render the patient a bill for 


~the whole amount and divide with you later. 


I usually ask your opinion as to what the 
patient can afford.”’ 

‘*I do not approve of paying commissions,” 
said Dr. Drueck. “ The. proposition as it 
has appeared only gives one side. In the 
tetter I wrote I did not tntend to indicate 
only 
meant that I would pay him for his trouble in 
tringing the patient to me and for work 
performed in connection with the case.” 


Dr. Henrotin Returns. 

Regarding the letter written by his assist- 
ant, Dr. J. A. Graham, saying “ matters could 
be adjusted’ if the case could await Dr. 
Henrotin’s return, Dr. Fernand Henrotin 
said: 

“TI have just returned fr 
and do not know all that Dr. Gra, -™m said in 
his letter. I presume, however, h idea was 
to leave the matter as open as possible antil 
my return. I have never approved the di- 
vision of fees and do not think it generally 
practiced among strictly high class physi- 
clans and surgeons.”’ 

The whole matter is to be brought up at 
the next meeting of the council of the Chi- 
cago Medical society. As president of the 
society, Dr. J. B. Murphy will bring this mat- 
ter to the attention of the council. It prob- 
ably will be referred to the committee on 
ethics, and its report will be given to the 
council. The action of the council will be 


‘final, and ft will not be diseussed by the so- 


ciety as a whole. 

It so happens that at least ong of the men, 
Dr. M. L. Harris, whose letter was published, 
is a member of the council. 

Dr. G. Frank Lydston is the pioneer in the 
fight against the practice of commission 
paying in Chicago. His fight was started 
three years ago, and he has spoken in public 
and contributed articles to medical journals 
on the subject frequently. 


“IT did not instigate this exposé’’ said Dr. 


Lydston. I donot fully approve of the course 
of the men who did conduct it. 

“This commission business is bringing the 
medical profession down to the level of a 
clothing huckster. It is perfectly obvious 
that the business being what it is, those who 
give and take commissions are not likely 
to ask the question as to whether an opera- 
tion is necessary. It becomes merely a ques- 
tion of fees.”’ 

Denounced by Dr. Webster. 

Equally vehement -in his denunciation of 
the practice of commission paying was Dr 
J. Clarence Webster. 

“ ‘The half has not been told, the half prob- 
ably will never be learned of the extent to 
which this practice has spread,”’ hesaid. “I 
agree with Dr. Murphy, that the great wrong 
comes through the betrayal of a patient by 
the family physician. The fee evil is not con- 
fined to Chicago by any means. Let me tell 
you what a frierid of mine told me a little 
while ago. He went to a smaller town to 
take a physician’s practice for a few weeks 
While he was there fifty abdominal .opera- 
tions were performed by a surgeon in a little 
hospital in the town, and all but a few, O, less 
than ten, died. This surgeon was paying 
50 per cent commission to the doctors to 
bring in their patients to him, and yet his 
mortality rate, published by him, was 75 
per cent.”

It was about 2,300 years ago that the prac- 
ticers of the art of healing began to take an 
oath emphasizing the responsibilities which 
the nobility and holiness of that art imposed 


vered, gave the oath his name. When a 
Greek physician took the Hippocratic oath 
and when the graduate of a modern medica] 
school takes it the act is one not only of 
Obligation for himself but of recognition for 
a great benefactor of mankind. 

Here follows the Hippocratic oath in its 
essential parts: 

Tt swear by Apollo the physician and by Agscu- 
lapius that I will reckon him who taught me this 
art equally dear to me as my parents, to share 
my substance with him and relieve his necessities 
if required, to look on his offspring in the same 
footing as my brothers, and to teach them this 
art if they shall wish to learn it. I will follow 
the system of regimen which, according to my 
judgment, I consider for the benefit of my pa- 
tents and abstain from whatever is deleterious. | 
I will give nod deadly medicine to any one if asked 
nor suggest any such counsel. With purity and 
with holiness I Will pags my life and practice my | 
art. Into whatever houses I enter I will go into | 
them for the benefit of the sick and will abstain 
from every voluntary act of mischief and cor- 
ruption. Whatever in copnection with my profes- 


or see in the life of men which ought not to be 
spoken of abroad I will not divulge, as reckoning 
that all such should be kept secret. 

No other secular profession has ever 
reached such a corporate consciousness of 
duties which it corporately owes to the rest 
of the world. The Hippocratic oath assumes 
that simply because a man has learned the 
art of restoring the sick to health he has 
passed into a realm in which the rules of per- 
tonal selfishness are immediately abridged, 
‘if not expunged, and in which a new and 
special attitude toward human life must be 
taken. 

In modern times the Hippocratic oath has 
been adapted and expanded til) now it ap- 
pears as far as Chicago is concerned in a 
sixteen-page booklet, entitled “ Principles 


Association.” The chapters of this booklet 
tover down to the smallest details such sub- 
jects as “ The Duties of Physicians to Their 
Patients,” “‘The Duties of F aysicians to 
Bach Other,” and “ The Duties of the Pro- 
fession to the Public.” 3 od 
It seems that certain Chicago physicians 
have fallen from their high estate in respect 
of one of these duties. When a physician 
falis he falls from se great a height that the 
‘spectator cannot but be affected. Robert 
Louis Stevenson was not far wrong when be 
spoke of the modern scientific medical man 
a8 probably the noblest figure of the age.

The increase 
of nearly 80 per cent in the imports of India 
rubber and gutta percha shows the remark- 
able progress made by the industries which 
handle those materials. The value of silk 
goods exported is nominal. The fabrics

The consumption per head of coffee in 
this country has gone up from eight pounds 
in 1890 to twelve pounds in 1904. The av- 
erage consumption of sugar has increased 
considerably, and that of tea and spices is 
larger than it was.

HILIP, duke of Orleans, with the dbject 
of relieving himself of the imputation 
of deficiency of courage, which has 
proved so great an obstacle to his pre- 
tensions to the throne of France, has 
late, it is true, decided upon making a bid for 
fame by an attenipt to reach the north pole, 
and with this object in view has made anap-— 
plication to the Norwegian government to be 
permitted to purchase or charter and equip 
the Fram,. which bore Nansen’ on his last 
polar expedition; and the duke has likewise 
arcked for permission to employ the services : 
of Nansen’s skipper, Capt. Sverdrup. | 
The Norwegian government has given a 
favorable response to the duke’s application, | 
merely stipulating that he should insure the 
lives of those Norwegian officers and sallors 
who are to form part of his expedition, that 
he should include among its members a 
couple of scientists designated by the Nor- 
wegian government, and that the latter shall 
have a share in the zoélogical, ernithological, 
and geological spoils of the expedition. The 
duke of Orleans is, tn fact, making the same 
arrangements with the Norwegian govern- 
ment as that which it contracted with the, 
royal Italian prince, the duke of the Abruzzi, 
when he made his unsuccessful but never- 
theless brilliant dash for the north pole. | 
The French pretender must have become 
convinced by this time that his prospects of | 
ever becoming king of France are infinites!- 
mal, and that, moreover, al! his attempts in 
that direction are viewed with such disfavor 
by the various courts and governments of Eu- 
rope as to practically enta@l ostracism. On 
the other hand, shouldé-he by any chance suc- 
ceed in placing the French flag on the north 
pole; and attain the aim after which so many 
distinguished men of every nationality have 
striven tn vain during the last hundred years, 
he would not only earn thereby for himself a 
notable place in the nichesof history, ag well 
as all enduring fame, but would likewise 
fiatter to such an extent the national pride 
of his countrymen by. winning for its flag the 
leurels of the discovery of the pole, that 
whatever prospects he may have had in the 
past of becoming the ruler of France would 
Increased a hundred fold. 
_ Up to the present his life has been singu- 
larly useless, and characterized by so many 
unsavory scandals that he bears an unenvi- 
able reputation. His expedition to the north 


at any rate to redeem in a measure his name 
and to obliterate the memory of his short- 
comings, just as his couSin, the late Prince 
Henry of Orleans, managed to make people 
forget the numerous scrapes in which he was 
constantly becoming involved when at home 
by his really valuable services to France and 
to. geographical science in exploring the un- 
known districts of central Asia and the re- 
mote regions of Abyssinia. 

Should the duke share the fate of so many 
other arctic explorers and jose his life in en- 
deavoring to reach the north pole, h's title 
of duke of Orleans, as well as his pretensions 
to the chieftainship of the historic house of 
Bourbon and to the throne of France, would 
be inherited by his only brother, Prince Fer- 
dinand, due de Montpensier, now serving as 
a sublieutenant in the Spanish navy, and who 
having been the principal legatee of the colos- 
sal wealth of his grandfather, the late duc de 
Montpensier, is exceedingly rich. 


Gen. Owen Williams, whose death has just 
taken place at Temple house, Great Marlow, 
Bucks, his beautiful country seat on the 
Thames, which has been in the possession of 
his family for over 200 years, was one of the 
best known figures in English society, and, 
although untitled, wielded an amount of in- 
fluence in the English great world infinitely 
superior to that of many a peer of the realm. 
His great-grandfather, grandfather, and 
father had all of them preceded him in parlia- 
ment, as member for Marlow. Butit was'the 
‘turf rather than the legislature that occupied 
the most of his attention, and at the time of 
his death he was one of the oldest members of 
the Jockey club, as wel: as joint owner with 
nis brother, Hwfa Williams, of the Sandown 
park race course. 3 

Throughout his life he was oné of the inti- 
mate friends and cronies of King Edward, ac- 
companied him as equerry to India on the oc- 
casion of his tour there while still heir ap- 
parent, and was one of the most notable 
members of the memorable house party at 
Tranby Croft, which resulted in the bac- 
carat scandal. Indeed, it was Gen. Owen 
Williams, who, as a fellow guardsman of 
Sir William Gordon Cumming, was deputed 
by those who had taken part in the game at 
Tranby Croft to obtain from the baronet & 
‘written promise that he would never touch a 
card again, which document was subse- 
quently treated as a confession of guilt. 

The paper in question remained in the hands 
of Gen. Owen Williams, and had the matter 
rested with the men of the house party, 
the whole affair would have been hushed up 
and nothing more heard about the matter. 
Unfortunately, it was found impossible to 
keep the tongues of the women from wag- 
ging. The scandal of Tranby Croft within a 
few months became a subject of common 
gossip in society, and Sir William was 
obliged by his friends, his clubs, and his fel- 
low officers of the Scots guards to bring a 
suit for slander against the Wilsons—that is 
to say, his host and hostess at Tranby Croft, 


Not only Gen. Williams but also King 
Edward, then prince of Wales, were sub- 
peenaed, and appeared in the witness box 
to testify against Sir William, with the re- 
sult that he was nonsuited, the jury hold- 
ing that the libel complained of was true.. 
withdrawal from the army and ‘from all 
his clubs followed, and it was then, when he 
found himself forsaken’ by every one and 
subjected to the most severe ostracism that 
a rich New York girl—namely: Florence 
Garner, daughter of Commodore Garner of 
the New York Yacht club—came forward 
and offered to marry him, in spite of all 
that her relatives, including her brother-in- 
law, the French marquis de Breuteuil, could 
do to prevent the match. 

While a number of people retained doubts 
as to the guilt of Sir William, many regard- 
ing him as the victim of feminine hate and 
persecution, one and all condemned him for 
taking advantage of the Quixotic and gen- 
erous offer of the New York girl, his mar- 
riage to whom served still further to alienate 
sympathy from him. 


It was a couple of years after this that 
Gen. Williams lost his eldest son in South 
Africa, a blow from which I do not think 
he ever really recovered. For it caused him 
te give up his successful racing stable, al- 
though he retained to the last his interest 
in the turf. Then, too, the latter part of 
his life was imbittered by the extremely 
unsavory lawsuits in which two of his sis- 
ters, the widowed countess of Cowley and 
the late countess of Aylesford, became at. 
different .times ‘Involved. Another of his 
sisters is the widow of the late and third 
duke of Wellington, who married last sum- 
mer her first husband's. cousin, Col. Fred 
Wellesley. Still another sister. and one who 
is not unknown over in this country, is the 
widowed Lady Williams Bulkeley. mother of 
Mrs. Benjamin Guinness of New York. 

Gen. Williams leaves one surviving son, 
who succeeds to the family property, and 
who, formerly a stock broker in the city, 
came a cropper, which landed him in the 
bankruptcy court. 

Queen Wilhelmina has greatly disappoint- 
ed the friends and admirers of the late Paul 
Kruger by declining to furnish a cruiser of 
her navy for the conveyance of his remains_ 
to South Africa. The queen, it may be, re- 
membered, placed at his disposal a Dutch 
man of.war, the Gelderland,-to convey. him 
dn safeiy from Delagoa bay to Europe after 
he had effected his escape from the Trans- 
vaal into Portuguese territory and to the- 
sea coast during the war with England. And 
sore did this despite the protests of her min- 

ters. 

Now, however, she declines to do anything 
more in that line. and has denied the peti- | 
tions presented to her for transport to South

Hereafter the small boy will be regaled on 
baker’s cookles. Crullers.a day old from the 
grocery store will take the place of the hot, 
soft doughnuts fished from the sizzling lard 
on baking day. The spicy aroma from the 
kitchen will no longer make him long for 
the toothsome delicacies of the oven. Mother 
will be away, “ living the larger life.”

**Is it worth while,’ asked Mrs. Decker, 


these little mouths?’ Give the boys baker's 
cookies. They never will -.know the differ- 
ence. We capable of being much more 
than mothers... Isn't it much better for us 
to have wholesome refreshment outside our 
homes? There is something more vital in 
life for us than bending over a rolling pin all 
day to fil] little Johnny up with sugared 
cookies. Baker’s cookies are good enough 
for him.”

The corps of trumpeters, garbed fn brilliant 


costumes of legendary days, announced the 
beginning of the sacred drama at 5:15 o'clock. 
% was quite a novelty for theatergoers to 

me downtown at such an early hour, yet 
every ticketholder was in his seat when the 
theater was darkened and the rising curtain 
revealed the first holy scene. 

The Wagnerian custom of concealing the 
orchestra and the Bavarian custom of abso- 
lute silence on the part of the audience during 
the performance were two conspicuous fea- 
tures. 


Not a sound of applause disturbed the sol- 
emn atmosphere of the occasion, as the mo- 
tive of the whole Christian religion and its 
holiest and most sacred themes were pictured 
in. panorama, in music, and in story. 

No artist winning honors that would have 
brought down the house with tumultuous ap- 


plause upon any other occasion was accorded 


any other sign of appreciation or recognition 
than that of absolute, respectful silence. 
Even at this first performance there were 
present not a few bishops and clericals of the 
Episcopal church who are in the city at the 
triennial general convention of that church. 
It was a notable cast that Henry W. Sav- 
age assembled for the production. Perhaps 
more notable still is the fact that for tomor- 
row’s performance all the leading parts will 
be taken by an entirely different cast.

Lunn sing with such 
overpowering spirit, with such wild and reck- 
less sweep as in Kundry tonight. She was 
at the height of her power. 


Johannes Bischoff, the leading baritone of 
Cologne, who, with a distinguished group of 
German and Austrian singers, has been put 


through a vigorous training in English dur- 


ing the last three months, took the rdle of 
Amfortas, to whom is given the most agoniz- 
ing strains the great composer ever wrote. 
He won a distinct triumph. 


The rdle of Parsifal was taken by Alois 


Pennarini, a young Austrian, who for the 
last five years has been the principal tenor 
in Hamburg opera, and who adds to a fine 
stage presence a spler.did voice. 

Gurnemang was sung by Putnam Gris- 
wold, a young American basso; Klingsor, 
by Homer Lind, an English soloist; and 
Titurel, by Robert Kent Parker. The or- 
chestra was conducted by Walter H. Roth- 
well, who, though English born, has spent 
most of his life in Germany and for the last 
two years conducted the royal orchestra at 
Amsterdam. 

In every incident the production was a 
superb achievement. From the time the 


first notes of the motive for the eucharist was 


sounded until the final moment when the 
soaring violins proclaimed the coming of the 
divine dove of peace and the complete re- 
demption of Amfortas, the moving pathos of 
the theme was carried along with Irresistible 
power. 

Without doubt this production wil! rank as 
one of the most notable scenic, technical, and 
artistic productions ever given on the Ameri- 
can stage.

Long Career in Chicago. | 

Dr. Davis was founder of the American 
Medical association, the Illinois Medica! so- 
clety, and of the Chicago Medical society. 
He was professor of practice in Rush med« 
ical college in 1850, and about that time 
organized the Chicago medical college, now 
a department of Northwestern university. 
He started the movement which resulted in 
lengthening the course of medical tnstruc- 
tion from ten months to the present re- 
quirement of four years and nine months. 
He also wae president of the only interna- 
tional medical congress in the United 
States, and to his efforts is credited the es- 
tablishment of Mercy hospital In this city 
during the @holera epidemic in the early 
sixties. 

Agitation for the construction of a drain- 
age canal was begun by Dr. Davis before the 
project was taken up with prospect of com- 
pletion.

Canon Providing Court of Review 
Accepted in Essential _— 
Features.

Boston, Mass., Oct. 17.—{Special.J—The 
bishops of the Episcopal general convention 
today adopted an amendment to the canon on 
marriage and divorce, forbidding the remar- 
riage of any divorced person. 

A similar amendment was passed at the 
San Francisco convention three years ago, 
but failed, as was the case this year, td secure 
the support of the other house. A conference 
of committees representing the bishops and 
\. @ deputies will be held to consider the dis- 
agreement, but leading clergymen predict 
that the deputies will not recede f their 
vote of last week. The.amendment adopted 
today is as follows: 

1. No minister shall solemnize a marriage be- 
tween any two persons unless by-inquiry he shall 
have satisfied himself that neither person has 
been or is the husband or the wife of any other 
person then living, from whom he or she has been 
divorced for any cause arising after marriage. 


2. Ministers of this church shall be careful to. 


secure the observance of the law of the state gov- 
erning the civil contract of marriage in the place 
where the service shall be performed. 

3. No minister shall solemnize a marriage ex 
cept in the presence of at least two witnesses. . 


Other Amendments Presented. 

Several additional amendments were pre- 
sented, one of which provides that a divorced 
person shall not be admitted to the sacra- 
ments. There is a proviso, however, that the 
sacraments shall not be refused a penitent 
person in imminent danger of neath, nor to 
any person who shall solemnly aver that he 
or she was the innocent party in a divorce 
for the cause of adultery. | 

Another amendment sets forth the proced- 
ure to be followed in case a clergyman is 
in doubt concerning the marriage of any 
persons and lays the case before the bishop. 
These two amendments will be taken up to- 
morrow. :

BOWKER BESTS 
FRANKIE NEIL, 


Englishman Wins Bantam- 
weight Championship of 
World at London. 


FIGHT GOES THE LIMIT. 


American Has Better of Earlier 
Rounds, but Loses by Wait- 
ing Tactics. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 
LONDON, Oct. 17.—Frankie Neil of Ameri- 

ca and Jem Bowker of England fought to- 

night at the National Sporting club for the 
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bantamweight championship of the world 


and a purse of £300 and £100 on the side. 
The fight lasted twenty rounds, but it was 
obvious after the tenth round that Bowker 
would win. — 

The Englishman did all the fighting, Neil 
from the outset resorting to waiting tactics, 
which cost him the battle. Greater Interest 
was displayed in the fight than in any recent 
pugilistic encounter, a large crowd of Ameri- 
can and English sportsmen being present. 

Neil Is Favorite. 

‘Nell’s reputation made him a pronounced 
favorite with Englishmen and Americans 
alike who were anxious to back: him at5to4, 
and later at 6 to 4. Severa! bets of £500 were 
made. and it is estimated that fully £20,000 
ehanged hands. 

Neil was given, good reception upon enter- 
ing the ring. but Bowker was given greater 
cheers, This spirit was manifested through- 
out. Neil's clever work was not noticed, 
“but Bowker’s was appreciated. Both 
weighed in at 116 pounds. Neil's tactics soon 
resulted in Bowker getting through his guard 
and damaging both his eyes. Neil, however, 


took the offensive in the third, fourth, and ; 


ninth rounds. It seemed as if he could 
easily have finished the fight, and it was 
_ wondered why he did nat. 

Plays Waiting Game. 

After the ninth round he was always walit- 
ing. His face was bleeding and his eyes were 
cloged, and he only occasionally landed a 
blow. In the fourteenth round Bowker be-

Conditions for a World’s 
Championship Series. 


SEVEN CLUBS MUST AGREE 


Suggests System for Division of 


Receipts to Prevent Players 
Hippodroming. 


New York. Oct. 17.<[{Special.}—J 
Brush, president of the New York National 
ledgue baseball club. who not long ago, in 
referring to ‘‘ minor leagues "’ on the question 
ol post-season series with American league 
champions, now names the conditions under 
‘which he will unbend and give his consent 
to interleague games. He even mentions 
the names of rivals who have apparently 
been able to see the handwriting on the 
wall. In a letter to H. C. Pulliam. National 
league president, dated Oct. 14, Brush said: 

* The pennant winniug club of one league 
is a valuable asset to the other clubs of that 
league the season following. It becomes the 
best attraction on the read. I hold it has 
no right to do anything which wil! diminish 
sts value as a drawing attraction or that 
will lessen its prestige as a baseball factor 
without being authorized to do so by the other 
seven clubs of Ahat league. 


Seven Clubs Should Consent. 


If the seven clubs of the National league 
that finish lower than first desire its pen- 
nant winner to engage in a contest for sup- 


\posedly higher honors, then it should be 


‘indicated that such steps be taken as will 
provide fully for playing such games, so that 
every detail arranged may be known to ths 
players and clubs of both organizations 
at the beginning of the season. No arrange- 
ments for playing such games should be 
left open to discussion. : 
“If legislation can be effected to cover 
the points suggested the New York National 
league club would gladly enter inta contest 
with the Boston American league club prior 
to opening the championship season of 1905, 


and if it should win the pennant of the Na- ) 


tional league again in 1005 it would again 
enter into a contest with the victorious club 


of the American league at the end of the ; 


championship season.”’ 


In another communication from Brush toe | 


Pulliam the former says: : 
. Brush Suggests Legislation. 


“I submit some suggestions in reference 
to contests between the pennant winning 
clubs of the National and American leagues, 
if such contests take place. Legisiation should 
provide for playing seven games, three of 
which should be played upon grounds se- 
lected by the challenged club, and such re- 
maining games as y be necessary to de- 
termine the contest ‘should be played upon 
grounds selected by the challenging club. 

“ The contests should terminate when one 
club has won four games. The appointment 


of two competent umpires should be provided 


for, and it should be provided that the sala- 
ries of the teams participating should begin 
with the playing of the series. If played in 
the spring they should continue until the 
finish, and if played in the fall it should pro- 
vide that the pay continue the full period of 
seven games, although only four or more be 
played. 

“ My suggestions as to the division ote 
ceipts are as follows: The National league 
to receive 50 per cent of the gross receipts 
from games played on the National league 
grounds; the American league to receive 50 
“per cent of the gross receipts from games 


‘played on American league grounds. After 


5 per cent deduction for the first four games 
40 per cent of the balance shall be divided 
equally between the contesting clubs, tne 
balance of 60 per cent to form a poo! for the 
players. For the remaining games, if any 
are necessary, after the 5 per cent deduction 
above referred to, the receipts shall be di- 
ae equally between the two contesting 
clu 


Would Prevent Hippodroming. 


sp By such a system of division of receigtn 


there would be no object for the players to 
prolong the contest for the sake of increas- 
ing the gate receipts. If one club could make 
it four straight, the players should get as 
much as if seven games were played. - This 
would prevent all criticism in regard to hip- 
podroming—that is to say, playing for gate 
receipts. The salaries should be paid wheth- 
er the games are played or not. 

“Players of the team that won should re- 
ceive 75 per cent of the pool and the players of 
the losing team 25 percent. The club holding 
the world’s championship should have the 
right to determine where the first three 
games should be played and the challenging 
club should have the right to determine 
where the remaining games—or such as are 
necessary—should be played.’”’

For three years the 
rate of pay in our plants has been steadily 
increasing, and now it is the — it has 
been in twenty years.”’ 

Company Has Three Plants. 
The company operates the Chicago tannery, 
847 North Sangamon street, the Fleetwood 
tannery, 21 Fleetwood street, and the Elston 
tannery, 820 Elston avenue. It was at the 
Fleetwood tannery that the union workers 
walked out. 

When organizing was at its height among 
the workers in Chicago the employés of the 
tanneries were brought into a union. They 
were working ten hours a day and struck for 
nine.
